N.S. flu toll rises to 5

The number of HlNl deaths in 
the province is now at five with 
provincial health officials 
confirming yesterday two more 
Nova Scotians died last week 
with the swine flu virus. 

A woman from the Halifax 
area and a man from Pictou 
County — both in their early 40 s 
— died sometime between a 
week ago Sunday and last Satur¬ 
day, the province’s chief public 
health officer Dr. Robert Strang 
said late yesterday. 

Both died from complications 
of the HlNl virus, but Strang 
said the man and woman also

had underlying health condi¬ 
tions. There were no other de¬ 
tails provided. 

Of the five Nova Scotians who 
have now died from swine flu — 
one man and four women — 
these latest two are the 
youngest. Additionally, four of 
the deaths have come during the 
so-called second wave of the 
HlNl pandemic. 

“It doesn’t surprise me, unfor¬ 
tunately,” Strang said. “It really 
shows the serious side of this dis¬ 
ease and the importance of pre¬ 
vention.” 

That prevention includes get¬ 


ting vaccinated, Strang re-em¬ 
phasized. The province an¬ 
nounced last Friday HlNl vacci¬ 
nation shots are now available to 
everyone after priority was given 
to high-risk groups. 

While lines to get the shots 
have decreased, and Capital 
Health announced this week 
that by the end of today its three 
flu assessment clinics will be 
closed because of much lower at¬ 
tendance, Strang said by no 
means are we out of the woods 
when it comes to HlNl. 

In fact, he said we might not 
see any decrease in deaths or se¬ 
vere cases in the next seven to 14 
days because it can take a week 
or two for someone to show 
symptoms of H1N1. 
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MP apologizes 
over calling the 
jobless 'bastards' 

controversy Gerald Keddy says 
he’s sorry for calling 
unemployed people in Halifax 
“no-good bastards.” 

The Conservative MP for 
South Shore-St. Margarets issued 
the apology in a statement yes¬ 
terday after the Opposition and 
advocates for the homeless con¬ 
demned comments he made in a 
Halifax newspaper. 

According to the Halifax 
Chronicle-Herald, Keddy said 
some farm operators in the 
province hire migrant labourers 
because Nova Scotians won’t do 
it, referring to them as “all those 
no-good bastards sitting on the 
sidewalk in Halifax that can’t 
get work.” 

Keddy says he did not “mean 
to suggest that anyone who is 
unemployed is not actively look¬ 
ing for employment.” 

But Nova Scotia Federation of 
Labour president Rick Clarke 
said Keddy should resign over 
the remarlc.“This is the height of 
insensitivity toward the unem¬ 
ployed,” Clarke said in a release.

Police say 
they have 
been flood¬ 
ed with 
calls and it’s 
taking 
longer than 
expected to 
pick up unwanted 
firearms. Citizens who 
want to participate in the 
program are encouraged 
to call before the deadline, 
though a pickup may not 
be made before the end of 
the month. 

Non-functional firearms 
are still good for a gift cer¬ 
tificate, and all firearms 
have been checked to en¬ 
sure they haven’t been 
used in a crime.

Graffiti artists in the Hali¬ 
fax Regional Municipality 
may someday be provided 
with an alternative to ille¬ 
gally splashing their work 
across private or city- 
owned property. 

At last night’s meeting of 
Halifax Regional Council, 
the city’s Graffiti Task 
Force recommended HRM 
adopt a formal registry 
that would allow artists to 
sign up and practise their 
craft legally through city- 
commissioned murals. 

“Graffiti vandals have 
told me that they feel they 
have the right to showcase 
their work,” said Coun. 
Linda Mosher, who chairs 
the task force and recently 
returned from a trip to see 
how New York City is deal¬ 
ing with graffiti. 

“With a registry, any 
graffiti artist that wanted 
to could go online and reg¬ 
ister, and be given a legiti¬ 
mate opportunity to show¬ 
case their art.” 

Long considered a blight 
on HRM’s urban landscape, 
graffiti has been the sub¬ 
ject of numerous debates 
at city hall. The Graffiti 
Task Force was created in 
2007 to address the issue, 
and is required to submit a 
report to council each year 
that outlines its progress. 

Last night, councillors 
voted to accept the latest 
report, but were not asked 
to approve any suggestions 


it contained — including 
the proposed registry. 

One change that will un¬ 
doubtedly occur, however, 
is an amendment to the 
municipal charter that 
would make it harder for 
private citizens to avoid 


cleaning up graffiti on 
their property. Several 
councillors said the 
change, expected to come 
into effect this spring, will 
simply punish the victims. 

“I’ve had several calls 
from citizens and business 


owners who say they’re 
just appalled that we’re do¬ 
ing this,” said Coun. Dawn 
Sloane. “We’re making 
people look like criminals 
when they’ve done noth¬ 
ing wrong.” 

Mosher assured her the 
city would simply issue a 
notice to the property 
owner, and there would be 
no fines or charges filed 
against them if they failed 
to tidy up.

an government unveiled a 
new law designed to help 
stamp out child pornogra¬ 
phy yesterday, but police 
admit a similar Nova Scot¬ 
ian law already on the 
books has never been used. 

The law would require 
Internet service providers 
to report evidence or suspi¬ 
cion of child pornography 
to police. Federal MP Keith 
Ashfield called it a step to¬ 
wards eliminating or cur¬ 
tailing child porn. 

But ISPs are not allowed 
to check which websites 


their customers see and 
would have to rely on tips. 

“They can’t actually view 
the sites because of privacy 
laws,” Ashfield said yester¬ 
day in Halifax. “But if it’s 
reported to them in any 
way, shape or fashion, or if 
they suspect that there 
may be something happen¬ 
ing, then it would be for¬ 
warded to police." 

One year ago, the Rod¬ 


ney MacDonald Tories 
passed a law requiring any¬ 
one who encounters child 
pornography to report it to 
authorities. 

At the time, officers said 
they weren’t sure how the 
law could be enforced. Hal¬ 
ifax Regional Police Supt. 
Mike Burns confirmed yes¬ 
terday no one had been 
charged under the law in 
the past year. 


But he said the new law 
could be different. Burns 
said during investigations 
it’s possible to discover an 
ISP knew about explicit 
content. Fines under the 
new law range from 
$10,000 to $100,000. 

“Strange as it may 
sound, many times people 
(see) something wrong and 
it’s not always the police 
they call first,” Burns said. 

He added he welcomes 
any law that helps fight 
the growing and at times 
overwhelming problem of 
child pornography. He said 
some police statistics show 
the amount of child porn 
online quadrupled from 
2003 to 2007. 


School board to 
report on academic 
performance 

students The Halifax 
Regional School Board will 
be receiving its own report 
card tonight in 
Dartmouth. 

Supt. Carole Olsen is 
scheduled to present her 
annual report to board 
members at their regular 
monthly meeting, and the 
focus is expected to be on 
academic performance 
among the board’s 52,000 
students. 

School board 
spokesman Doug Hadley 
said the report, entitled 
Good Schools to Great 
Schools, will outline what 
the HRSB is doing to 
ensure that every school is 
steadily improving its aca¬ 
demic record by 2013. 

“When we’re talking 
about academic perform¬ 
ance, we’re talking about 
how students are engaged 
in their learning,” Hadley 
said. “Primarily, the focus 
is on learning and ... 
specifically on math and 
literacy.” 

The meeting, which is 
open to the public, is 
scheduled to begin at 6 
p.m. at 90 Alderney Dr. in 
Dartmouth.

New unit to investigate police 

Province aims for greater transparency in police misconduct reviews

Nova Scotia will set up an 
independent investigative 
unit to examine alleged 
police misconduct, the 
province’s justice minister 
said yesterday, citing an in¬ 
creasing public demand for 
greater transparency when 
police forces are under in¬ 
vestigation. 

Ross Landry said the unit 
would be composed of sev¬ 
en positions and help bring 
a level of accountability to 
the justice system “that No¬ 
va Scotians have asked for,” 
though he could not say 
whether it would be led by 
a civilian. 

“We are improving the 
oversight of our police sys¬ 
tem and will develop a new 
model that is more ac¬ 
countable and transparent 
when it is necessaiy to in¬ 
vestigate police actions,” 
Landry told a news confer¬ 
ence. 

“An independent unit 
will investigate matters 
where there is a serious in¬ 
cident, including death or 
serious injury or public in¬ 
terest concern, resulting 


from the actions of a police 
officer and possibly of cor¬ 
rectional officers and sher¬ 
iffs.” 

Landry said the unit, ex¬ 
pected to be established in 


2010, will be independent 
of police and would likely 
run an estimated price tag 
of about $800,000 a year. 

The establishment of 
such a unit follows similar 


moves in Ontario and Al¬ 
berta. 

Frank Beazley, chief of 
Halifax Regional Police, 
said he fully supports the 
concept of an independent 


unit. 

He said it will help bring 
more impartiality and 
transparency to the process 
of investigating police mat¬ 
ters and bolster the public’s 
confidence in the system. 

Beazley, who said he had 
been advocating such a 
unit for years, said it was 
especially important in a 
smaller jurisdiction such as 
Nova Scotia, where police 
units from different forces 
often work together in ar¬ 
eas such as drug enforce¬ 
ment. 

“You don’t remove the 
perception of bias by hav¬ 
ing the RCMP investigate 
something where their 
own members were part of 
the incident, or me investi¬ 
gating the RCMP when my 
members were part of the 
incident,” Beazley said. 

Beazley also pointed out 
that the province’s size had 
also made it necessaiy to 
seek outside help with in¬ 
vestigations into police 
conduct, something that 
ends up being costly.

Opposition seeking full list of political candidates

Opposition parties are 
again criticizing the 
process for political 
appointments, only this 
time the colours have 
changed. 

Yesterday, the provincial 
human resources commit¬ 
tee ratified 24 appointees 
and, as has always been the 
case, some had ties to the 
governing party. For exam¬ 
ple, Justin McDonough, son 
of former federal NDP 
leader Alexa McDonough, 
was appointed to the Trade 
Centre Ltd. board. 

The committee only ap¬ 
proves the final candidate 
and cannot see who was 
beaten out in the running. 
The Liberals have been dy¬ 
ing to get that changed.

applied,” said Liberal com¬ 
mittee member Kelly Re¬ 
gan. 

While in opposition, the 
NDP also railed against the 
current system and asked to 
make public a full list of 
candidates. Now in power, 
the party said it will consid¬ 
er changing the system but 
hasn’t committed to any¬ 
thing yet. 

Things came to a head at 
yesterday’s meeting when 
Liberals tried to delay the 
appointment of Michael 
Coyle as chair of the elec¬ 
tions committee. 


Liberals said Coyle’s re¬ 
sume only went up to 2007 
and he appeared to be get¬ 
ting paid as a lawyer to ad¬ 
vise the NDP caucus. The 
NDP rejected the motion 
and appointed Coyle. 

Committee chair Becky 
Kent said the NDP caucus 
hadn’t been financially in¬ 
volved with Coyle for over a 
year. Kent said the Liberal 
motion was defeated be¬ 
cause it’s not the job of the 
committee to scrutinize 
candidates. 

“The mandate of the com¬ 
mittee is not to micro-man- 
age to that degree. The 
mandate of the committee 
is to ensure the process has 
been fair and accurate,” 
Kent said. 

Toiy Leader Karen Casey 
said she supports the cur¬ 
rent system but requests for 
more information should 
be accepted to ensure a fair 
process.

HEALTH About 25 people

The campaign recognized 
across the countiy is put on 
each year to celebrate the 
progress in the fight against 
AIDS and HIV.

Lariy Baxter, chairperson 
of the commission, said the 
campaign is also a reminder 
that having unprotected sex 
and sharing needles puts 
people at risk of infection. 

He said people who have 
participated in “risky” be¬ 
haviour need to get checked 
to prevent the spread of in¬ 
fection.

Counseling 
programs for women are manda¬ 
tory and explore a wide range 
of issues including self esteem, 
healthy relationships, and the 
cycle of violence and other fac¬ 
tors which contribute to domestic 
abuse. Personal empowerment 
and development are also em¬ 
phasized which 
help women identify their self 
worth, 


while creating their own path to 
fulfillment in both their personal 
and professional lives. Many 
women in our program re-enter 
the workforce or upgrade their 
education as they reach for their 
long term goals. 

Rents are geared to income so 
shelter costs are not a barrier for 
women seeking safety. Leases are 
available for up to two years in 
second stage and an additional 
four years in third stage housing.

PM to release prisoner docs 

Opposition fears it will get censored versions of detainee reports 


Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper moved yesterday 
to calm the political storm 
surrounding the handover 
of Afghan prisoners, vow¬ 
ing to release all “legally 
available” documents re¬ 
lated to the matter. 

But the assurance did lit¬ 
tle to appease opposition 
MPs, who fear they will get 
censored versions. They 
continued to hammer 
away on the issue of what 
the government knew in 
2006-07 about the threat of 
torture in Afghan jails 
even as Canadian soldiers 
transferred detainees. 

Liberal Leader Michael 


Ignatieff said that from the 
“cascade” of reports in 
2006 and 2007 about tor¬ 
ture, Harper must have 
known about the danger, 
yet did nothing to stop the 
prisoner transfers. 

“It defies belief that this 
information never reached 
the prime minister,” Ig¬ 
natieff told the House of 
Commons. 

“How can anyone be¬ 
lieve that the prime minis¬ 
ter did not himself know 
about torture in Afghan 
jails and the risk that de¬ 
tainees transferred there 
would be tortured ... How 
can he possibly justify his 


failure to act?” 

Harper, speaking for the 
first time since the contro¬ 
versy ignited last week, 
brushed the accusation 
aside. 

“The fact of the matter is 
that whenever Canadian 
diplomats or Canadian mil¬ 
itary officials have con¬ 
crete evidence, substantial 
evidence, of any kind of 
abuse, they take appropri¬ 
ate action.” 

The Commons is still 
echoing with the after¬ 
shocks from the appear¬ 
ance of Richard Colvin be¬ 
fore a special Commons 
committee on Afghanistan

200,000 to be slaughtered as Hindu festival begins in Nepal 


The ceremony began with 
prayers in a temple by tens 
of thousands of Hindus be¬ 
fore dawn yesterday. Then 
it shifted to a nearby 
corral, where in the cold 
morning mist, scores of 
butchers wielding curved 
swords began 
slaughtering buffalo calves 
by hacking off their heads. 

Over two days, 200,000 
buffaloes, goats, chickens 
and pigeons will be killed as 
part of a blood-soalced festi¬ 
val held every five years to 
honour Gadhimai, a Hindu 
goddess of power. 

While cows are sacred 
and protected by law in 
Nepal, animal sacrifice has a 
long history in this over¬ 
whelmingly Hindu country 
and parts of neighbouring 
India. The Bariyapur festival 
has become so big, in part, 
because such ceremonies 
have been banned in many 
areas in the neighbouring 
Indian state of Bihar. 

And while it is criticized 
by animal-rights protesters, 
the festival is defended as a 
centuries-old tradition. 

Many Nepalis believe that 
sacrifices in Gadhimai’s ho¬ 
nour will bring them pros¬ 
perity. They also believe that 
by eating the meat, which is 
taken back to their villages 
and consumed during 
feasts, they will be protected 
from evil. 

The ceremony, which 
goes back for generations,

“It is their tradition, and it 
is fine if they continue to 
follow it. No one should try 
to tell them they can’t fol¬ 
low what their ancestors 
did,” he said.

I have no idea 
what the global warming 
deniers want to do; they’re 
too busy denying. As far as I 
can tell, they don’t want 
the rest of the world telling 
the developed nations — 
that’s us — to reduce our 
carbon emissions. Let them 
clean up their own act first. 

So is it better to whistle 
in the dark and let the plan¬ 
et take care of itself? 

Unlike the baristas and 
bus drivers, I am not a cli¬ 
mate scientist. Even if I 


the denial twist 


were, I would probably not 
entirely agree with other 
scientists. It’s hard enough 
to predict the local weather 
24 hours in advance. The 
whole planet 50 to 100 
years in advance? That’s a 
job for a highly skilled cli¬ 
mate expert like the guy at 
Starbucks. 

The deniers are having 
an effect. A recent poll 
found the number of Amer¬ 
icans who believe there is 
solid scientific evidence for 
global warming has de¬ 
creased by 20 per cent to 57 
per cent since 2007. Gla¬ 


ciers continue to melt, seas 
continue to warm, and cli¬ 
mate continues to change. 
Just don’t ask why. 

So what happens now? 
Apparently, if we follow the 
deniers’ advice, nothing. 
Business as usual. Kind of 
like Stephen Harper’s gov¬ 
ernment, which is merely 
relieved that the new 
greenhouse gas targets, 
originally set for the Copen¬ 
hagen summit next month, 
have been postponed until 
the next round. Whew 

Meanwhile, 4.4 new cli¬ 
mate experts are bom 


every second while the ca¬ 
pacity of the planet is seri¬ 
ously overburdened by the 
6.8 billion who already ex¬ 
ist. That’s a lot of expert hot 
air. I suppose we could try 
to cut it back and work to¬ 
gether in the spirit of dis¬ 
covery before the oil mns 
out or, even worse, the wa¬ 
ter mns dry. 

Or we could always just 
keep arguing. For that, we 
have the technology.

An analysis by Toronto- 
based Dale Orr Economic 
Insight found that Cana¬ 
da's economy has been on 
a downward spiral since 
2007, not just since the fall 
of 2008 when the economy 
began contracting. 

That’s because once pop¬ 
ulation growth is taken out 
of the calculation of the 
size of the economy, per 
capital gross domestic 
product has been contract¬ 
ing since 2008. 

Orr said yesterday a 
truer measure of both the 
economy and how it is 
experienced by Canadians 
is real gross domestic prod¬ 
uct per capita.

Auto fumes, airborne pol¬ 
lutants, smog — it’s a 
nasty world out there. 
Keeping it all outside is the 
job of Lexus’ new Automat¬ 
ic Recirculation Control. 

All cars have a recircula¬ 
tion button on their cli¬ 
mate control, which keeps 
outside air from entering 
the cabin, but you must ad¬ 
just those manually. The 


Lexus system does it auto¬ 
matically, even keeping 
out some odourless _ 
and potentially 
harmful pollu¬ 
tants you may 
not realize are 
there. 

“The system 
has a sensor right 
behind the grille,” 
says Glenn Allcema, 
team lead at the Lexus 
Academy in Toronto.

There’s a stranger 
under the hood 


“Does anybody know what his or her 
engine looks like these days? Would you 
recognize your Camry’s 2.4-litre 14 if it 
accosted you on the sidewalk one day?” 



S tay out of the en¬ 
gine compart¬ 
ment.” That’s what 
you automakers 
are saying, or at 
least implying, when we 
owners lift the hood of our 
cars, and are confronted 
with nicely-finished plastic 
coverings as far as the eye 
can see — but precious lit¬ 
tle actual mechanical or 
electrical components. 

Some makes, like BMW, 
have even got rid of the en¬ 
gine oil dipstick, replacing 
it with a sensor and a dash 
readout. 

I didn’t ask to be born 
this way, but I am one of 
those people, and I know 
there are more than a few 
of us, who actually like to 
pull out the engine oil dip¬ 
stick on occasion, to check 
the level, AND to contem¬ 
plate the cleanliness of 
said engine oil. See it with 
our eyes, so to speak. 

The other reason I would 
lament the demise of the 
dipstick, is that it just 
might be one of the best 
words in the automotive 


lexicon. Dipstick. 

You can’t even say it, 
without the slight anticipa¬ 
tory joy of maybe using it 
to describe a loved one or a 
colleague in the near fu¬ 
ture. 

Try that with its possible 
successor... “I can’t believe 
you just did that, you, you 
sensor with a dash read¬ 
out.” Just doesn’t ring true. 

But with or without the 
dipstick, the entire plasti¬ 
cized engine compartment 
is still, in my books, a ques¬ 
tionable modern advance¬ 
ment. 

As we mentioned right 
off the top, it basically says, 
“don’t touch.” Do they 
think most of want to fon¬ 
dle an exhaust gas recircu¬ 
lation valve, just for the fun 
of it? Give us a bit of credit 
here. It’s a bit like those la¬ 
bels on aerosol shaving 
cream cans that advise us 
to keep them away from 
open flames. I mean, even 
if you did that once, you’d 
never do it again. 

The other aspect that 
galls is that it’s hard to see 
the actual design of the en¬ 
gine components and of 
the engine itself. Some¬ 


times you can’t even tell if 
it’s a four- or a six-cylinder 
motor under that maze of 
wires and plastic. 

Back in the day when en¬ 
gine compartments were 
less busy, you’d proudly 
throw open the hood to 
show off the sheer bulk of 
your big-bloclc V8 — a very 
recognizable shape. Lots of 
engines were equally visu¬ 
ally interesting and recog¬ 
nizable, like VW’s flat-four, 
Chrysler’s slant six, and 
Jaguar’s DOHC straight six. 

Does anybody know what 
his or her engine looks like 
these days? Would you rec¬ 
ognize your Camry’s 2.4- 
litre 14 if it accosted you on 
the sidewalk one day? 

My final point, is that an 
engine compartment that 
looks like the insides of a 
computer, is just another 
marker in the road that’s 
evolving the automobile 
into more of a commodity 
and/or appliance, and to a 
place where it is less de¬ 
fined by what it’s packing, 
“under the hood.”

That’s mainly thanks to 
its tiny 1.5 litre engine 
with a touch over 100 
horsepower. Gas mileage 
is very miserly, and those 
solely using Echo as a sec¬ 
ond car will likely visit 
the gas station very 
infrequently. A A 
CD player was 
standard, as 
were 14-inch 
wheels and tilt 
steering. 

A four-speed au¬ 
tomatic or five- 
speed stick was avail¬ 
able, and all models were 
front wheel drive. Driven 
moderately, Echo should 
achieve average fuel econ¬ 
omy around 6L / 1001cm. 

Opt for one of the hatch¬ 
back models where possi¬ 
ble. They’re arguably 
sportier looking as well as 
more useful for a wide va¬ 
riety of tasks. 

WHAT OWNERS LIKE: Fuel 
economy, Toyota’s reputa¬ 
tion and the Echo’s funky 
styling were typically rated 
as the biggest draw to the 
Echo. Echo’s plentiful stor¬ 
age compartments and rel¬ 
atively tall, commanding 
driving position were also 
appreciated.

WHAT OWNERS HATE:

COMMON ISSUES: Run the 

climate control system 
through all fan speeds, tem¬ 
perature settings and out¬ 
lets- ensuring the tempera¬ 
ture selector actually 
changes the temperature of 
the air and that the knob 
moves freely and without 
undue resistance. If that’s 
not the case, a replacement 
temperature control mech¬ 
anism is required. 

Note the gear shifting on 
any model with an auto¬ 
matic transmission, as well 
as the clutch feel on vehi¬ 
cles with a manual. Any 
clutch slippage or rough 
operation from an auto¬ 
matic gearbox should be 
investigated. 

Inspect the condition of 
the paint, noting any rust 
that may be forming. 
Tires and brakes 
^ should also be in¬ 
spected to en¬ 
sure the former 
I owner isn’t try¬ 
ing to sell you a 
brake job or 
worn-out set of 
tires. 

Note that Echo was 
subjected to a list of recalls 
to correct issues with the 
braking system. These re¬ 
calls addressed possibly 
faulty vacuum lines and 
seals in the braking system, 
and they should be ad¬ 
dressed if they haven’t 
been already. Another re¬ 
call dealt with the potential 
for snow and ice to build up 
in the rear wheels, which 
could damage brake lines. 

Make sure these free but 
important safety-related re¬ 
call items were performed 
to the vehicle you’re consid¬ 
ering. Ask the vehicles for¬ 
mer owner, or take its VIN 
number to your nearest Toy¬ 
ota dealership to be sure. 

THE VERDICT: Find a good 
deal on a well maintained 
Echo, and you’re likely in 
for an inexpensive and 
worry-free driving experi¬ 
ence for years to come. 
Just be sure the important 
recall work has been com¬ 
pleted.

Neither is the Christmas 
tree many Canadians will 
have on display in their 
homes this holiday 
season. 

Even though it may only 
take an afternoon to deco¬ 


rate — usually with the 
help of loved ones, some 
seasonal music and a cou¬ 
ple of glasses of grandpa’s 
cough syrup — the story 
behind the tree is some¬ 
thing much greater. 

In fact, by the time the 
tree has been dressed up 
and charged with the duty 
of keeping gifts warm until 
Christmas morning, it’s 
quite likely to have battled 
the outdoor elements for 
seven to 12 years. 

At Chickadee Christmas 
Trees in Cambridge, Ont., 
owner Alison McCrindle 
says that growing Christ¬ 
mas trees in her part of the 
world is no easy task. With 
extreme heat in the sum¬ 
mer, unique soil condi¬ 
tions and the possibility of 
disease that can ruin a 
year’s crop all in play, 


growing a Christmas tree 
may be a little more diffi¬ 
cult than you think. 

McCrindle’s farm sits on 
eight acres of land and is 
capable of growing about 
8,000 trees. Every year, she 
estimates, they sell about 
1,000, which means that 
every year she and her 
family get out on the farm, 
dig the holes, plant the 
seeds and make sure 
they’re watered and later 
pruned. 

They grow Scotch pines, 
white spruce, balsam fir 
and white pine trees, each 
with different features to 
cater to customers’ various 
needs. 

“Some people like the 
Scotch pine because they 
like the way it smells,” she 
says. “It reminds people of 
the traditional Christmas.” 


take years of effort 


She says, however, that 
fir trees are becoming 
more popular because of 
the longer life span and 
shorter needles. 

Located about 45 min¬ 
utes from Toronto, the 
farm sells pre-cut trees or 
lets people go out and har¬ 
vest their own. They pro¬ 
vide saws and sleds, as well 
as activities for the kids. 

For those who need a lit¬ 
tle warming up, there is 
apple cider available to 
complete the experience. 

Some people, of course, 
think it’s more effective to 
save themselves the trou¬ 
ble and just buy a fake 
plastic tree. However, Mc¬ 
Crindle is quick to point 
out the misconceptions 
many have when making 
that decision. 

“I’m a believer in the re¬ 



al tree,” she says. “Environ¬ 
mentally, it’s a better deci¬ 
sion.” 

She explained that 
Christmas trees are crops, 
and not _ simply picked 

from a forest with no re¬ 
gard. Over the seven to 12 
years they take to mature, 
they produce oxygen, 
while helping the soil. Fur¬ 
thermore, they will 
never end up 
in a landfill.

During a recent business 
trip to Milwaukee, Halifax 
downtown councillor 
Dawn Sloane was struck 
by the absence of life in 
the American city’s centre. 

“Many cities at this point 
in time, their downtowns 
are dead,” she reflects. She 
was relieved to return to 
Halifax’s lively downtown 
and sees its development 
as crucial to the future of 
the whole of HRM. 

The history and future of 
downtown is diversity, she 
says. “We have everything 
from low-income to high 
income, from the home¬ 
less to those that are not — 


we have it all, when it 
comes to housing and con¬ 
stituents,” she says. “We 
want to keep a mix that 
keeps that buzz in the air 
and keeps the place inter¬ 
esting to live in.” 

So while glamorous new 
condos sprout up to lure 
young professionals down¬ 
town, affordable housing 
finds a place too. 

She points to recent 
housing developments on 
Creighton and Maynard 
streets in her own neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

“That’s 19 people who 
would have been home¬ 
less,” she says. “We’re try¬ 
ing to make sure things 
are balanced so we don’t 
gentrify the neighbour¬ 
hood. We make sure 


there’s housing for every¬ 
one.” 

She’s a fan of HRM by De¬ 
sign, too. The blueprint for 
HRM’s physical future envi¬ 
sions more people living 
and walking downtown. 

“It talks about complete 
neighbourhoods, about 
having it so things are 
wallcable, that streetscapes 
are esthetically pleasing 


and make you want to 
walk down the street,” she 
says. Wallcable neighbour¬ 
hoods build community 
and protect the environ¬ 
ment, as people don’t auto¬ 
matically hop into their 
car when they go out the 
front door. 

Sloane would also like to 
see the Granville Mall find 
a twin on Argyle Street, 


with the area either be¬ 
coming frilly pedestrian¬ 
ized or closing to cars in 
the evening. 

The key to much of the 
planned growth is luring 
residents. 

“I would hope that we 
could achieve the goal of 
more population within 
District 12,” she says. 
Pulling people back to the 


centre after years of out¬ 
ward sprawl would help 
build amenities down¬ 
town, support local, small- 
scale stores and cut back 
on the traffic problems of 
getting suburbanites to 
work in the city core. 

“In doing so, we create 
community again and you 
get to know your neigh¬ 
bours,” she says. 


Many projects in development along Halifax's waterfront

The Halifax waterfront has 
come a long way since the 
1950s, when ordinaiy citi¬ 
zens could barely access 
the water. 

The boardwalk was ex¬ 
panded this summer, 
meaning the wooden 
planks stretch almost the 
entire three kilometres 
from Pier 21 to Casino No¬ 
va Scotia. 

Colin MacLean, CEO of 
the Waterfront Corpora¬ 


tion, took Metro on a virtu¬ 
al tour of the present and 
near future. 

He started with the re¬ 
cently refurbished Cable 
Wharf. The home of Mur¬ 
phy’s on the Waterfront is 
finishing a $ 2-million up¬ 
grade that allows it to open 
year-round. 

“What we anticipate to 
see in the spring is joint 
work we’re going to do on 
an interpretive program,” 
MacLean says. 

The public boardwalk 
around Murphy’s will draw 
attention to its roots as the 


site where telecommunica¬ 
tion cables started their 
trans-Atlantic journey. Ti¬ 
tanic victims were also 
temporarily stored there 
during the recoveiy opera¬ 
tion. 

“We’re going to try to 
bring that histoiy to life,” 
he says. 

The Salter Block Develop¬ 
ment next to Bishop’s Land¬ 
ing is in the “deep planning 
phase,” MacLean says. 

The parking lot is to be 
turned into a hotel-apart- 
ment-commercial complex 
with a one-acre public 


park. The plans were 
slowed by the economic 
downturn, but he’s hope¬ 
ful to see work beginning 
next year. 

Big plans are in the 
works for the Cunard park¬ 
ing lot next door to the No¬ 
va Scotia Power headquar¬ 
ters that is also undergoing 
extensive rebuilding. 

“We’re getting some con¬ 
sultants to help us think 
through what some of the 
options might be there,” 
MacLean says. 

“The broad idea will be 
guided by HRM by Design. 


I suspect it will be more on 
the residential side.” 

Like Bishop’s Landing, 
that will include commer¬ 
cial activity on the ground 
floor. In the meantime, the 
Waterfront Corp. is look¬ 
ing to expand the vendor 
kiosks on the waterfront. 
The food, beverage and 
souvenir shacks currently 
cluster around Queens 
Landing but may expand 
to the Cunard site until the 
area is redeveloped. 

“We’ve had a number of 
people talk about that loca¬ 
tion, particularly with the 


increased number of cruise 
ship activity. It might pro¬ 
vide some interesting en¬ 
trepreneurial opportuni¬ 
ties,” he says. 

The Maritime Museum 
of the Atlantic has long 
been rumoured to be on 
the cusp of expansion, but 
Dave Denny of the 
province’s department of 
tourism and culture pours 
cold water on that idea. 

“There’s been no deci¬ 
sion of expansion of the 
MMA. That’s just not in the 
works at this point,” he 
says.

It’s a tale of two cities for 
business in downtown 
Halifax. Spring Garden 
Road is going strong while 
the downtown core 
regroups ahead of several 
major planned 
developments. 

Bernard Smith, head of 
the Spring Garden Road 
Business Association, says 
sales along Halifax’s prime 
pedestrian shopping area 
have been rising for 18 
months and they’re ex¬ 
pecting last year’s “very 
good” Christmas to be re¬ 
peated this year. 

“I have a waiting list of 
people to get in,” he says of 
retailers. “Principal among 
these is a hardware store, 
which I can’t accommo¬ 
date because we just don’t 
have the square footage.” 

While the Thirsty Duck 
and Minstrels have failed 
on the east end, Smith says 


the strong performance of 
Your Father’s Moustache at 
the opposite end shows 
that bar/restaurants can 
thrive in the area. 

Smith is excited about 
spreading business up 
Spring Garden’s side 
streets, with plans for “The 
Mews” by Saint Maiy’s 


Cathedral, a string of 
smaller shops that would 
link Spring Garden to Bar¬ 
rington Street. 

The other big news is the 
Central Library, which will 
replace the current library 
on the corner of Queen 
and Spring Garden. Smith 
says businesses in the area 


are hoping not to lose 
parking south of Spring 
Garden as the city sells real 
estate to pay for the new 
facility. 

“We’re trying to make 
sure the city doesn’t take 
two of them out at the 
same time, which would be 
fatal,” he says of the lots. 


Paul MacKinnon, execu¬ 
tive director of the Down¬ 
town Halifax Business 
Commission, says there 
was a lot of buzz 18 
months ago as downtown 
office vacancy rates hit an 
all-time low. 

“It looked like there was 
a lot of development that 


was going to happen, and I 
guess it’s a little bit less op¬ 
timistic than it was,” he 
says. 

Some of those projects, 
like Twisted Sisters and the 
Waterside Centre, are 
cleared to go, but haven’t 
started. “There’s maybe a 
little bit of a race between 
some of these projects 
moving forward. I think 
we’re more optimistic 
about some than others,” 
MacKinnon says. 

Other empty spaces, like 
the Sam’s store on Barring¬ 
ton, have businesses who 
would like to operate in 
the space, but the property 
owners want to redevelop 
the sites first. 

The downtown core 
could get a major jump- 
start next spring, with 
plans expected for a new 
convention centre. 

“That’s really going to 
provide a catalyst for the 
entire downtown, both re¬ 
tail and office space, and 
certainly hotels,” he says.

sticks endlessly and point- 
lessly battling for the rub¬ 
ber. 

The Sobey Award-winner 
is returning east next 
month with Machines at 
Play, highlights from his 
work over the past 10 
years. Gauthier says he 
plays with his art for a long 
time before showing it to 
the public. 

“I make them work 
many months before in my 
studio ... I just want to see 
them perform and they 
have to be entertaining for 
me after they’ve been 
working for weeks,” he 
says. 

“They have to have this 
randomness in their sys¬ 
tem, which makes them 
quite interesting to look 
at.” 

A centrepiece to the Hal¬ 
ifax show is Le Cagibi, a 
sprawling, messy work 
that brings the janitor’s 
closet to the art gallery 
floor. That makes him a 
big hit with gallery clean¬ 
ing staff. 

“They’re always smiling 
when they see me. They re¬ 
late to the installation — 
they find it quite funny,” 
he says. “It’s about the in¬ 
visibleness of the cleaning 
staff. You don’t see them, 
they’re always in the base¬ 
ment.” 

His homage to that criti¬ 
cal part of a museum is al¬ 
so very personal: His moth¬ 
er worked as a cleaner af¬ 
ter she retired. “I have a 
great respect for that ca¬ 
reer,” he says. 

Sarah Fillmore, acting 
chief curator at the AGNS, 
says Gauthier’s exhibit ap¬ 
peals to a huge range of 
people. 

“It crosses so many 
fields. It appeals to scien¬

tists, mathematicians, mu¬ 
sicians, tinkerers,” she 
says, as well as art fans. 

Opening Dec. 20 and 
running until March 15, 
Machines at Play is all 
about involving the visitor 
in the art. Uncertainty 
Markers, a wall installa¬ 
tion, skates along creating 
automatic drawings that 
grow as the exhibition 
goes on, while Beats and 
Butterflies is a piano that 
plays tunes in response to 
a visitor’s motion.

“In all of his work, he’s 
just really methodical 
about finding something 
interesting and some way 
to show a different side of 
art work,” Fillmore says.

review Old Dogs is tailor- 
made for airline travel. The 
plot, characters, and 
themes are so watered 
down that it’s impossible 
for anyone to be offended, 
while the jokes are so tired 
that they will only induce 
laughter from audiences 
woozy from high altitudes. 

Though not the worst 
movie ever made, Old Dogs 
is definitely high in the 
ranks for the blandest. 

Robin Williams and John 
Travolta star as two long¬ 
time business partners 
with incredible financial 
success, but no family life. 

That changes when a 
memorable fling from 
Williams’ past pops up 
with two children that he 
never knew he had and in¬ 
sists that he care for them 
while she goes to prison. 

That set up was never go¬ 
ing to lead to a great movie, 
but it is surprising that it 
lead to a film in which Tra¬ 
volta battles CGI penguins 
and Williams flies into the 
climax wearing a jetpaclc.

Martial arts, anime appeal 
and modern action 
filmmaking is alive and 
well in Ninja Assassin, the 
latest by director James 
McTeigue (V for Vendetta).

Raizo’s back story is solid 
in martial arts style, an or¬ 
phan who is trained to be a 
killer, enduring harsh disci¬ 
pline in training se¬ 
quences, a conflict of loyal¬ 
ty and forbidden love. 

Martial arts master Sho 
Kosugi plays the mthless 
father of the Ozuno Clan, 
adding presence to the 
genre, delivering lines of 
wisdom, read like broken 
scriptures of ancient or a 
debased Jedi Knighthood.

Motorcycle Diaries' Gael Garcia 
Bernal takes on ‘Mammoth’ role 


Gael Garcia Bernal calls his 
latest film “provocative.” 

The Mexican actor says 
he knew what he was get¬ 
ting into when he chose to 
work on Mammoth, with 
Swedish filmmaker Lukas 
Moodysson, whose previ¬ 
ous films have covered 
such subjects as forced 
prostitution and amateur 
porn. 

“I definitely knew that it 
was going to be a con¬ 
frontational film, that it 
was going to be provoca¬ 
tive in a certain way,” Gar¬ 
cia Bernal said in Spanish, 
during a recent phone in¬ 
terview from Cochabamba, 
Bolivia, where he is film¬ 
ing a new movie. 

He said Moodys son’s 
work “profiles people in a 
sharp, vulnerable way that 
many people can find irri¬ 
tating, while other many 
can love.” 

Mammoth, which 

opened Friday in the Unit¬ 
ed States, centres on a suc¬ 
cessful married couple in 
New York: Leo (Garcia 
Bernal), creator of a boom¬ 
ing Internet site who be¬ 
gins to feel trapped in the 
rat race, and Ellen (played 
by Michelle Williams, ex-fi- 
ancee of the late Heath 
Ledger), a self-sacrificing 
surgeon who spends long 
shifts saving lives in the 
emergency room.

Their eight-year-old 
daughter, Jackie (Sophie 
Nyweide), spends most of 
her time with their Fil¬ 
ipino nanny, Gloria (Marife 
Necesito), which leads 
Ellen to question her prior¬ 
ities in life. At the same 
time, in the Philippines, 
the nanny’s family strug¬ 
gles to survive without her. 

During a business trip to 
Thailand, Leo unknowing¬ 
ly triggers a series of 
events that have dramatic 
consequences for all of 
them. 

“I really liked this movie 
after reading the script,” 
Garcia Bernal said, adding 
that the idea of working 


with Moodysson and 
Williams was also attrac¬ 
tive. 

And the birth of the 30- 
year-old actor’s first child, 
Lazaro, in January, has giv¬ 
en him a different view of 
how to interpret the role 
of a father in film. 

“Becoming a father is a 
lot like, I don’t know, go¬ 
ing underwater. The first 
time you go into the sea it 
completely changes your 
relationship with the wa¬ 
ter. The same happens 
when you become a father, 
it changes everything that 
has to do with work, and 
much more so in my life. I 
don’t know if it’s better or 
worse, but it’s definitely 
different.” 

The film brought with it 
a unique set of challenges, 
Garcia Bernal said, includ¬ 
ing having to work with a 
Swedish crew, in Thailand, 
all the while speaking in 
English. 

“I think all movies are 
generally a challenge,” said 
the star of films such as 
The Motorcycle Diaries, 
Amores Perros and Y tu 
mama tambien. But he 
said that’s what attracts 
him to the movies he 
makes. 

“Maybe the ones that are 
the biggest challenges are 
the most appetizing for

Oprah Winfrey’s an¬ 
nouncement last week 
that she will end her day¬ 
time TV program after its 
25th season in 2011 made 
headlines from London to 
Johannesburg. 

Audiences for the show 
might be smaller outside 
the United States, but the 
whole world knows Oprah 
— a celebrity ambassador 
for American culture who 
has influenced everything 
from the aspirations of 
young African girls to the 
global publishing industry. 

In London’s Brixton 
neighbourhood, a centre 
for Britain’s Afro- 

Caribbean community, 
shoppers had warm words 
yesterday for the American 
star. 

“I don’t watch that of¬ 
ten, but she has definitely 
had an impact on me per¬ 
sonally,” said Tanya Wallis, 
46. “She has helped me 
broaden my horizons and 
to diversify to look at oth¬ 
ers with more acceptance. 
We are all part of the hu¬ 


man family.” 

Oprah’s show is syndi¬ 
cated in 145 countries and 
her warm, informal style 
has been copied by TV per¬ 
sonalities around the 
globe. Few, though, have 
achieved her connection 
with a huge audience and 
easy rapport with guests — 
or the sort of political clout 
that saw her endorsement 
help bolster Barack Oba¬ 
ma’s presidential cam¬ 
paign. 


Trisha Goddard, a day¬ 
time TV host sometimes la¬ 
belled “Britain’s Oprah,” 
told the BBC that “there 
were talk show hosts be¬ 
fore her, but they talked. 
She listens.” 

That quality endeared 
her to millions around the 
world. Many of her most 
devoted fans are in South 
Africa, where she put $40 
million into the Oprah 
Winfrey Leadership Acade¬ 
my, a school for underpriv¬ 


ileged girls near Johannes¬ 
burg. 

Scandal erupted soon af¬ 
ter the academy opened in 
2007, when a female care¬ 
taker was accused of sexu¬ 
ally abusing six teenagers. 
Her trial is continuing. 

Winfrey, who has spo¬ 
ken out about being sexu¬ 
ally abused as a young girl, 
said she was devastated by 
the allegations. 

Winfrey’s popularity in 
South Africa is so great 
that a motivational talk 
scheduled for late Novem¬ 
ber in Johannesburg sold 
out in less than four min¬ 
utes, according to The Star 
newspaper. Ticket prices 
were nearly $100, a large 
sum for many South 
Africans. 

“ft is not just a talk 
show,” said Carla Tamele, a 
20-year-old university stu¬ 
dent in Johannesburg. 
“Oprah attracts the type of 
audience that is family ori¬ 
ented, nurturing and al¬ 
ways seeking to learn 
something new, which I re¬ 
late to.”

Basmati Pilaf 
with Tikka 
Chicken 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 skinless chicken breast 
fillets 

1 garlic clove, chopped 

1 tbsp (15 ml) tikka spice 
mix 

2 tbsp (25 ml) canola oil 
1 onion, sliced 

1 1/3 cups (325 ml) 
basmati rice, rinsed 

2 1/2 cups (625 ml) hot 
vegetable stock 

1/3 cup (75 ml) raisins 
1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
cilantro 

3 1/2 oz (100 g) cherry 
tomatoes, halved 

3 tbsp (45 ml) toasted pine 
nuts 

METHOD: 

1. Cut chicken breast 
fillets into strips and mix 
with half each of garlic 
and tikka spice. Marinate 
while you cook pilaf, turn¬ 
ing chicken strips after 10 
minutes. 

2. Heat canola oil in large 
pot, add onion and 


remaining garlic, and 
cook gently 3 minutes. 

Mix in basmati rice, then 
remaining spice powder. 
Preheat ridged grill pan. 

3. Pour hot stock into rice 
with 1/2 tsp (2 ml) salt and 
raisins. Boil, then simmer. 
Cover and cook 10 
minutes without lifting 
lid. Liquid should have 
been absorbed. If 
necessary, cover and cook 
2 minutes more. Add 
cilantro and tomatoes, stir 
and remove from heat. 
Leave 5 minutes, then fork 
pine nuts through rice 
gently. 

4. Grill chicken strips until 

just firm, turning once. 
Spoon pilaf into serving 
dish and put chicken on 
top. Serve with lemon 
wedges. serves 4
